A QUEER CONUNDRUM 


‘Some thne age T premised te print 
in these notes some inte stings Pacts 
which can be found in cricket records, 
One of the most: intrigubur problems 
1 print hereunder, and To rbonld he 
very glad to ventilate any of my 
render’s views on the subject. The 
ontentious matter is n finding of a 
ub-Committes of the — Advisory 
County Cricket Committéc which met 
ion April 26, [02th to consider certain 
proposed changes inthe laws of the 
game. The real atake at issue was 
the proposu) of the H0n. Rh. It. 
Lyttelton. to vary the Lbaww rule to 
that ‘which last season (1935) hos 
heen tried in County Cricket. In 
‘view of the very welghty decisions 
which were made I will quote the 
personnel of the Sub-Committee:— 
Lord Harris was chairman nnd. the 
members were the Hon F. oS. G. 
‘Calthorpe, J. W. H. T. Douglas, P, T. 
Eckersley, G. A. Faulkner, A.B. R. 
Gillingan, Nigel Haig, V. W, Jupp, 
Hon, R. HL Lyttelton, C.-T, A. Wilkin- 
son and Captain W. A. Worsley. 
These gentlemen decided agafust 
Mr. Lyttelton’s proposal, but — they 
dealt with severn) other matters of 
cricket law. They legalised the 
‘sniek™ Lbaw. and they 2lso com- 
mitted themselves to a dictum which 
runs os follows :— : 


: 
“There appears to be a very 
general opinion that there is a law, 
or an instruction, that when an 
umplre-is in-doubt-he-is-to-give-the) 
batsman the benefit of the doubt, 
This ia outirely erroneous. "There 
in-nocsuch law and in only a paril- 
cular case onany. instruction which 
can be so construed. That in where 
one umpire, being unsighted refers 
to his collcaguc. In kuch case if 
..the second umpire is also unable 
to give a decision, the Instruction 
is that the existing atate of things 
is to continue. It would be entire- 
ly inappropriate to apply thin to 

. any case where ‘an umpire has to 
sand docx decide 
the vast majority of cancs.” 


This dictum curcfully mentions law 
or ivatruction and therefore includes 
those explanations nnd rulings which 
tho M.C.C, first issued to umpires in 
1923. I quoted it from the first num- 
ber of the 129 “Cricketer” published 
on May 4, and it is referred to,
